The deaths pointed up a prob­ 
lem that affects children ev ery ­ 
where in the nation. It has not 
been solv ed despite federal leg ­ 
islation 
requiring

since 19 58 , and state laws re­ 
quiring that doors be remov ed 
from discarded refrig erators. 
Fuwell's refrig erator had not 
been discarded. It was just idle, 
and stored on his property . 
Each y ear, a dozen or more 
children die of suffocation in 
idle refrig erators.

for something else.

The deaths pointed up a prob­ 
lem that affects children every­ 
where in the nation. It has not 
been solved despite federal leg­ 
islation

push-out 
doors on ^ “ ^ e ra to rs made 
since 1958, and state laws re­ 
quiring that doors be removed 
from discarded refrigerators. 
Fuwell’s refrigerator had not 
been discarded. It was just idle, 
and stored on his property. 
Each year, a dozen or more 
children die of suffocation in 
idle refrigerators. In 1962, the 
toll reached a high of 35. 
The death-trap problem first 
became a widespread concern 
in the 1930s when old ice boxes 
were being discarded as the 
electric refrigerator was win- 
ning acceptance. 
It surged again after World 
War II when resumption of civil­ 
ian 
appliance 
manufactuilng 
spurred a slough-off of over-age 
electric coolers. 
Last year's boom in refrig­ 
erator sales again heightened 
the menace of abandoned boxes.

DREW PEARSON SAYS: 
Civil rights didn’t work in big 
voter test in Tennessee; Jus­ 
tice Department wouldn’t even 
answer the telephone; negro 
poll watchers are kicked out. 


WASHINGTON--Here 
is the 
inside story of how civil rights 
w orked--or rather, didn’t work 
—in 
the 
most 
important 
southern election of the year. 
It occurred in Fayette County, 
Tenn., where the Justice De­ 
partment 
and 
a group 
of 
northern students had worked 
for two years to get negroes 
registered. 
This is the area, 68 per cent 
negro, where negro sharecrop­ 
pers were intimidated, threat­ 
ened with loss of jobs, and their 
store credit cut off when they 
first 
tried to register, 
and 
where the Justice Department 
indicted eighty whites and one 
bank in Fayette County and 
sixty whites and four corpora­ 
tions in nearby Haywood County 
--all under the anti-intim ida­ 
tion law. 
Since then, groups of northern 
students have helped register 
4,300 negroes in Fayette County 
in contrast to only five regis­ 
tered in 19 62, and over 2,000 
in Haywood County as against 
none registered four years ago. 
One of those who helped this 
registeration drive was Prof. 
Charles Haynie, mathematics 
teacher at Franklin and Mar­ 
shall College, Lancaster, Pa. 
This summer, Haynie, with fifty 
students from Cornell, Yale, 
and other northern colleges, 
has been working since May 
25 to make sure that their 
work was not in vain and that 
negroes did get to the polls 
in the Tennessee prim ary on 
July 6. 
At stake in the election was 
the late Estes Kefauver*s old 
senate seat, and that of sheriff 
and tax assessor. Negro voters 
were supporting for senator, 
Rep. Ross Bass, a young Demo­ 
cratic congressman who voted 
for civil rights; L. T. Redfearn, 
white, 
against 
Sheriff C. E. 
Pattat, 
Jr.; 
and 
Rev. June 
Dowdy, first negro to run for 
office in almost 100 years in 
that area, against tax assessor 
J. M. Jordan. 
-WASHINGTON RUN AROUND- 
The day before the election, 
Aug. 5, Prof. Haynie telephoned 
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for protection for workers on 
election day; also for a court 
order permitting his candidates 
to have poll watchers at the 
polls. 
“ First we tried to reach Burke 
Marshall,” Haynie told me, re ­ 
ferring to the Assistant Attor­ 
ney General in charge of the 
Civil Rights Division, “ But they 
told us he wasn’t taking calls 
that day. Then they connected 
us with two other attorneys, 
John Martin and John Rosen­ 
berg. I told them of our pro­ 
blem and asked for help. M ar­ 
tin’s reply was that he was sorry 
but 
the 
Justice Department 
couldn’t do anything, it wasn't 
their business. He then 
hung 
up.” 
Next day, election day, the 
northern students tried to get 
poll watchers at various pol­ 
ling 
places. Their watchers 
were armed with certified let­ 
ters from Congressman Bass, 
candidate for the U. S. Senate, 
asking that they represent him. 
Most of the watchers were re ­ 
buffed. At several polling places 
they were told, “ Get out of here, 
nigger.” 
At Piperton, Tenn., 
just 
across from the M issis­ 
sippi border, two poll watchers 
carrying 
letters 
from Bass 
were thrown out. White election 
officials 
told 
northern civil 
rights workers: “ We’ll do any­ 
thing we want to at our election. 
We won’t take any poll watchers 
at all.” 
At 9 :30 A. M., the morning of 
the election—11:30 Washington 
tim e—Prof. Haynie phoned the 
Justice Department again. He 
tried to get Burke M arshall, 
but 
failed, 
was 
refferd to 
Gerald Jones, 
an 
attorney. 
Jones referred him to a Mr. 
Flannery, who was in Chicago 
--a long way from Tennessee. 
-A C TS OF VIOLENCE— 
By this time there had been 
various threats and acts of 
intimadation. Hans Von Verger 
of Nashville, a teacher at Van­ 
derbilt University, was shot 
while taking a negro, Herbert 
Kelsey, in his car to the polls 
in D istrict 8. The incident took 
place about six miles from 
Somerville on Highway 64. 
A white crowd at Williston in 
D istrict 14 harassed a group of 
negroes going to the polls. Her­ 
bert 
Bonner, 
a 
negro poll 
watcher? was threatened with 
a rre st on the charge that he 
owe* a bad debt. Varioue stu­ 


dents were threatened with a r­ 
rest for trespassing while cal­ 
ling for negro sharecroppers 
to take them to the polls, be­ 
cause they had driven over 
property of 
the 
plantation 
owner. 
White poll watchers were mak­ 
ing negro voters fold their bal­ 
lots outside the booths so of­ 
ficials could read the ballot. 
Because of previous voting 
intimidation, Joe Cocke, Se­ 
cretary of the Democratic Ex­ 
ecutive Committee in Fayette 
County, had been placed under 
permanent injunction by U. S. 
Judge Marion Boyd, April 25, 
19 60, against interference with 
negro voters. This, however, 
was ignored by other Demo­ 
cratic leaders. 
When Prof. Haynie was un­ 
able to get any satisfaction 
from the Justice Department, 
he phoned me, reporting some 
of the above facts. He asked 
for FBI protection. 
I telephoned Burke Marshall, 
in charge of Civil Rights. He 
refused to take the call. I was 
told to talk to EdwardGuthman, 
in charge of P ress Relations. 
Mr. Guthman was out, busy 
publicizing 
Attorney General 
Kennedy, who in turn was tel­ 
ling Democrat candidates for 
congress how to win the next 
election. I was then told to call 
Jack Rosenthal, his assistant. 
Mr. Rosenthal was out. I sent 
an assistant to Rosenthal's of­ 
fice. He was kept cooling his 
heels one hour. Meanwhile I 
called Gerald Jones in the Civil 
Rights Division. He was court­ 
eous, but referred me to John 
Murphy, Chief of Justice's Gen­ 
eral Litigation (Cap G,L). He 
refused to take the call. Another 
call to Burke Marshall, head of 
Civil Rights, went unanswered. 
Meanwhile, 
Prof. 
H a y nie 
called from Tennessee again. 
Ballot boxes were being stuffed, 
he reported. More poll watchers 
were being thrown out. Long 
lines of negroes were standing 
in the hot sun, at around 110 
degrees, waiting to vote. But 
there was no guarantee their 
votes would be counted. All the 
hard work of two years of 
registration might be in vain. 
The day was wearing on and no 
action from Washington. 
Finally I phoned the White 
House

and 
a group 
of 
northern students had worked 
for two years to get negroes 
registered. 
This is the area, 68 per cent 
negro, where negro sharecrop­ 
pers were intim idated, th rea t­ 
ened with loss of jobs, and their 
store credit cut off when they 
first 
tried to reg ister, 
and 
where the Justice Departm ent 
indicted eighty whites and one 
bank in Fayette County and 
sixty whites and four corpora­ 
tions in nearby Haywood County 
--all under the anti-intim ida­ 
tion law. 
Since then, groups of northern 
students have helped reg ister 
4,300 negroes in Fayette County 
in contrast to only five re g is­ 
tered in 1962, and over 2,000 
in Haywood County as against 
none registered four years ago. 
One of those who helped this 
registeration drive was Prof. 
C harles Haynie, m athem atics 
teacher at Franklin and M ar­ 
shall College, L ancaster, Pa. 
This sum m er, Haynie, with fifty 
students from Cornell, Yale, 
and other northern colleges, 
has been working since May 
25 to make sure that their 
work was not in vain and that 
negroes did get to the polls 
In the Tennessee prim ary on 
July 6. 
At stake in the election was 
the late E stes Kefauver’s old 
senate seat, and that of sheriff 
and tax assesso r. Negro voters 
w ere supporting for senator, 
Rep. Ross B ass, a young Demo­ 
cratic congressm an who voted 
for civil rights; L. T. Redfearn, 
white, 
against 
Sheriff C. E. 
Pattat, 
J r.; 
and 
Rev. June 
Dowdy, first negro to run for 
office in alm ost 100 years In 
that area, against tax asse sso r 
J . M. Jordan. 
-WASHINGTON RUNAROUND- 
The day before the election, 
Aug. 5, Prof. Haynie telephoned 
th e J e e tie e Depa rtm ent to eek 


for protection for w orkers on 
election day; also for a court 
o rd er perm itting his candidates 
to have poll w atchers at the 
polls. 
“ F irst we tried to reach Burke 
M arshall,” Haynie told me, r e ­ 
ferring to the A ssistant A ttor­ 
ney General in charge of the 
Civil Rights Division, “ But they 
told us he wasn’t taking calls 
that day. Then they connected 
us with two other attorneys, 
John M artin and John Rosen­ 
berg. I told them of our p ro ­ 
blem and asked for help. M ar­ 
tin’s reply was that he was sorry 
but 
the 
Justice Department 
couldn’t do anything, it wasn’t 
th e ir business. He then 
hung 
up.” 
Next day, election day, the 
northern students tried to get 
poll w atchers at various pol­ 
ling 
places. 
Their w atchers 
w ere arm ed with certified let­ 
te rs from Congressm an Bass, 
candidate for the U. S. Senate, 
asking that they rep resen t him. 
Most of the w atchers w ere re ­ 
buffed. At several polling places 
they were told, “ Get out of here, 
nigger.” 
At Piperton, Tenn., 
just 
acro ss from the M issis­ 
sippi border, two poll w atchers 
carrying 
le tte rs 
from Bass 
w ere thrown out. White election 
officials 
told 
northern civil 
rights w orkers: “ W e'll do any­ 
thing we want to at our election. 
We won’t take any poll w atchers 
at all.” 
At 9:30 A. M., the m orning of 
the electio n --11:30 Washington 
tim e—Prof. Haynie phoned the 
Ju stice Department again. He 
tried to get Burke M arshall, 
but 
failed, 
was 
refferd 
to 
G erald Jones, 
an 
attorney. 
Jones referred him to a M r. 
Flannery, who was in Chicago 
--a long way from Tennessee. 
—ACTS OF VIOLENCE — 
By this tim e there had been 
various threats and acts of 
intimadation. Hans Von V erger 
of Nashville, a teach er at Van­ 
derbilt U niversity, was shot 
while taking a negro, H erbert 
Kelsey, in his ca r to the polls 
in D istrict 8. The Incident took 
place about six m iles from 
Som erville on Highway 64. 
A white crowd at W illiston in 
D istrict 14 harassed a group of 
negroes going to the polls. H er­ 
b ert 
Bonner, 
a 
negro 
poll 
w atcherf was threatened with 
a rre s t on the charge that he 
owed i bad debt. V arious stu ­ 


dents w ere threatened with a r ­ 
re st for trespassing while cal­ 
ling for negro sharecroppers 
to take them to the polls, be­ 
cause they had driven over 
property of 
the 
plantation 
owner. 
White poll w atchers were m ak­ 
ing negro voters fold th eir bal­ 
lots outside the booths so of­ 
ficials could read the ballot. 
Because of previous voting 
intim idation, Joe Cocke, Se­ 
cretary of the D em ocratic Ex­ 
ecutive Committee in Fayette 
County, had been placed under 
perm anent injunction by U. S. 
Judge M arion Boyd, April 25, 
1960, against interference with 
negro voters. T his, however, 
was ignored by other Demo­ 
cratic leaders. 
When Prof. Haynie was un­ 
able to get any satisfaction 
from the Justice Departm ent, 
he phoned me, reporting some 
of the above facts. He asked 
for FBI protection. 
I telephoned Burke M arshall, 
in charge of Civil Rights. He 
refused to take the call. I was 
told to talk to Edward Guthman, 
in charge of P re ss Relations. 
M r. 
Guthman was out, busy 
publicizing 
Attorney General 
Kennedy, who in turn was te l­ 
ling Dem ocrat candidates for 
congress how to win the next 
election. I was then told to call 
Jack Rosenthal, his assistant. 
M r. Rosenthal was out. I sent 
an assistan t to R osenthal's of­ 
fice. He was kept cooling his 
heels one hour. Meanwhile I 
called G erald Jones In the Civil 
Rights Division. He was court­ 
eous, but referred me to John 
Murphy, Chief of Ju stice’s Gen­ 
era l Litigation (Cap G,L). He 
refused to take the call. Another 
call to Burke M arshall, head of 
Civil Rights, went unanswered. 
Meanwhile, 
Prof. 
H a y n ie 
called from Tennessee again. 
Ballot boxes w ere being stuffed, 
he reported. More poll w atchers 
w ere being thrown out. Long 
lines of negroes w ere standing 
in the hot sun, at around 110 
degrees, waiting to vote. But 
th e re was no guarantee their 
votes would be counted. All the 
hard work of two years of 
reg istratio n might be In vain. 
The day was w earing on and no 
action from Washington. 
Finally I phoned the White 
House. The re s t of the story

“ MIXED” FOREIGN AID 
E ver since the end of the war, 
with the United States pouring 
out billions of dollars in give­ 
aways all over the world, the 
foreign aiders have sung the 
song that if we didn’t do it 
other 
countries 
would think 
m ore of the com m unists than 
of us. Now it turns out, ironi­ 
cally, that the com m unists have 
been using our money to carry 
out their own plans. 
Thanks to the digging of a 
congressional com m ittee, evi­ 
dence has been brought to light 
showing that UJ5. foreign aid 
money has been mixed in with 
much sm aller sum s of Russian 
foreign aid money to carry out 
projects for which the com ­ 
m unists grabbed all the c re ­ 
dit.

subcom m ittee produced 
testim ony that cement and other 
m aterials sent to Cambodia in 
1958 had been bought by a lo­ 
cal contractor, who then used 
the m aterials to build a So­ 
viet - sponsored hospital 
in 
Phnom Penh, Cam bodia's capi­ 
tal. Furtherm ore, the com m it­ 
tee disclosed facts and circum ­ 
stances showing that U. S. and 
communist aid might be mixed 
in various ways on Afghanistan; 
Pakistan, India, Nepal, Iran, 
Iraq, Syria, Israel, the United 
Arab Republic, Ceylon, Cy­ 
prus, Turkey, Guinea, Mali, 
Tunisia, Sudan, Indonesia and 
Burma. 
What do the people 
running the foreign aid p ro­ 
gram have to say about this? 
Well, the Agency for interna­ 
tional Development conceded it 
was possible 
that 
aid from 
Washington and Moscow might 
be “ mixed” in projects in at 
least eighteen African, Asian 
and Middle E astern countries. 
The officials also adm itted the 
mingling of supplies in this fa­ 
shion might be m ore common 
than had been publicly known. 
This practice, the officials 
told an American news s e r ­ 
vice, “ is hard to justify to the 
A m erican people without a com ­ 
plicated explanation and there­ 
fore should be cut to a m ini­ 
mum.” In other words, it is 
just another case of the A m er­ 
ican people being too dumb to 
understand. 
We agree wholeheartedly that 
instances of mixing U. S. dol­ 
la rs with R ussian rubles should 
“ be cut to a minimum.” And 
that minimum should be zero! 
The definitaion of “ minimum” 
in this case must not be left 
in the hands of officials who 
have become accustom ed to hav­ 
ing four billion dollars a year 
to spend and give away. The 
road to hell is paved with good 
intentions. Is Am erican foreign 
aid helping to pave the road 
to a com munist enslaved world?

And everyone 
wants to draw out more than 
he puts in. 
When the T reasury consisted 
of a kitty from which the modest 
Federal 
government financed 
m erely its own 
operational 
needs, we had no troubles like 
this. Now that the cash flowing 
through the Treasury am ounts 
to about one dollar in every 
four of all transactions in the 
land, the m atter has become 
very im portant. 
Joint checking accounts at the 
bank work well enough in a 
harm onious family, but no in- 
vention of modem man has the 
seed of m ore m ischief in it 
once the parties to such an 
account 
disagree 
on 
who 
deposits, who withdraws and 
how much. 
Certainly in the long run a 
state can't draw out m ore than 
it puts in. Yet, they all want to. 
Otherw ise there is no point to 
sending money to Washington to 
finance activities 
within 
the 
states. They could do better for 
them selves. 
As things now work, political 
decisions about how the enor­ 
mous amount of money in the 
joint account is to be spent a re 
capable of moving vast num bers 
of the population from one area 
to another, flighting one and 
booming another. 
Certainly this is not what 
anyone had in mind when the 
account was opened. And only 
the few who gain m ore than 
they give can really be pleased 
with it now. 
The rem edy, dear Midwest 
governors, is to close the joint 
account and each state tax and 
spend its own funds for all but 
truly Federal purposes.

MANY QUESTIONS ARBE 
FROM PRIMARY ELECTION 


Prob ab ly the most noticeab le 
resu lt of last week’s primary 
election is the variety of qu es­ 
tions posed b y the ou tcome, with 
the answers not expected to b e 
solidified u ntil after the Nov­ 
emb er general election. 
Both the winner of the Demo­ 
cratic gu b ernatorial race, Sec. 
of State Warren E. Hearnes 
and the loser, Lt. Gov. Hilary 
A. Bu sh, 
lau nched their cam­ 
paigns well b efore the normal 
time thou ght of as adequ ate to 
garner the nomination, 
tne nomination. 
This in itself appeared to set 
the stage for what tu rned ou t 
to b e one of the hardest fou ght 
gu b ernatorial b attles in recent 
history in a Missou ri state 
primary. Principally, the early 
campaigning created the need 
for vast monetary resou rces in 
b oth camps. 
It was generally felt the Bu sh 
campaign, throu gh Its su pport 
b y many high ranking state 
Democrats, wou ld b e the b etter 
financed and organized. Bu t, as 
one ob server commented, the 
Bu sh faction had too many chiefs 
and not enou gh Indians. 
Hearnes, on the other hand, 
appeared to b u ild a stronger or­ 
ganization as the campaign de­ 
veloped. 
The Hearnes people 
stated frankly that they felt Bu sh 
had reached his peak at the 
Jackson Day affair in Spring­ 
field last Spring. 
This, 
many Hearnes su p­ 
porters agreed, merely marked 
the point where their intensity 
wou ld b egin to b e felt. And, as 
the resu lts came In from the 
Au gu st 4 b alloting, this line of 
thinking seemed to hold water. 


THE ‘ESTABLISHMENT* 


Another factor which will b e 
su b jected to mu ch editorial de­ 
b ate b etween now and Novemb er 
is the effect on the race of the 
“ Estab lishment,** 
qu estion 
raised b y Hearnes su pporters. 
Using the theme that the Central 
Missou ri Tru st Co. and its 
associates dictate the demo­ 
cratic 
choice for governor, 
Hearnes, continu ed to pou nd 
away at the “ Estab lishment** 
as it was lab eled. 
However, some feel Hearnes 
went too far in attacking these 
Democratic Party stalwarts and 
will b e hu rting for their su pport 
in coming weeks. This su pport 
will b e vital to Hearnes in his 
effort against Ethan Shepley, 
the GOP gu b ernatorial nominee, 
according to many ob servers. 
Sheply joined Hearnes du ring 
the primary race in attacking 
the “ Estab lishment** and many 
now feel this very theme cost 
Bu sh the election. By Shepley 
siding with Hearnes on this 
matter, it wou ld appear that the 
qu estion of the Estab lishment’s 
role in the state government will 
b e played down. 
A new theme appears to b e de­ 
veloped among the Repu b licans 
and that is the cry against 
one-party ru le in Missou ri and 
this, some feel, may dominate 
Shepley*s attack on Hearnes.

Shepley, on the other hand, 
demonstrated that the GOP is 
girding for a real b attle against 
the Democrats and his organi­ 
zation has shown how smoothly 
it can operate—and he had only 
token opposition. 
CAMPAIGN TACTICS 
Generally, as for as the in­ 
dividu al candidates were con­ 
cerned, each held his campaign 
on a personal high plane. TTiere 
have b een constant references 
to dirty tactics and mu d slinging 
and if this is fou nd to b e the 
case, it prob ab ly is attrib u tab le 
to campaign workers b eing car­ 
ried away with enthu siasm at 
times.

In condu cting his su ccessfu l 
campaign, Heames was accu sed 
of “ promising all things to all 
people** and this is something 
he prob ab ly will find confronting 
him in what many b elieve will 
b e a race as hot as the primary.

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MANY QUESTIONS ARBE 
FROM PRIMARY ELECTION 


Probably the most noticeable 
result of last week's primary 
election is the variety of ques- 
tions posed by the outcome, with 
the answers not expected to be 
solidified until after the Nov* 
ember general election. 
Both the winner of the Demo­ 
cratic gubernatorial race, Sec. 
of State Warren E. Heames 
and the loser, Lt. Gov. Hilary 
A. Bush, 
launched their cam­ 
paigns well before the normal 
time thought of as adequate to 
gamer the nomination, 
tne nomination. 
This in itself appeared to set 
the stage for what turned out 
to be one of the hardest fought 
gubernatorial battles in recent 
history in a Missouri state 
primary. Principally, the early 
campaigning created the need 
for vast monetary resources in 
both camps. 
It was generally felt the Bush 
campaign, through its support 
by many high ranking state 
Democrats, would be the better 
financed and organized. But, as 
one observer commented, the 
Bush faction had too many chiefs 
and not enough Indians. 
Heames, on the other hand, 
appeared to build a stronger or* 
ganization as the campaign de­ 
veloped. 
Hie Heames people 
stated frankly that they felt Bush 
-had reached his peak at the 
Jackson Day affair in Spring­ 
field last Spring. 
This, 
many Heames sup* 
porters agreed, merely marked 
the point where their intensity 
would begin to be felt. And, as 
the results carne in from the 
August 4 balloting, this line of 
thinking seemed to hold water. 


THE ‘ESTABLISHMENT* 


Another factor which will be 
subjected to much editorial de­ 
bate between now and November 
is the effect on the race of the 
"Establishment," 
question 
raised by Heames supporters. 
Using the theme that the Central 
Missouri Trust Co. and its 
associates dictate the demo­ 
cratic 
choice tor governor, 
Heames, continued to pound 
away at the "Establishment" 
as it was labeled. 
However, some feel Hearnes 
went too for in attacking these 
Democratic Party stalwarts and 
wlli be hurting for their support 
in coming weeks. This support 
will be vital to Heames in his 
effort against Ethan Shepley, 
the GOP gubernatorial nominee, 
according to many observers. 
Sheply joined Heames during 
the primary race in attacking 
the "Establishment" and many 
now feel this very theme cost 
Bush the election. By Shepley 
siding with Heames on this 
matter, it would appear that the 
question of the Establishment's 
role in the state government will 
be played down. 
A new theme appears to be de­ 
veloped among the Republicans 
and that is the cry against 
one-party rule in Missouri and 
this, some feel, may dominate 
Shepley's attack on Heames. 
One aspect of the Democratic 
primary posing a real worry to 
Democratic leaders at this junc* 
ture is 
the 
thought that if 
Heames* vote represented a 
protest against the entrenched 
Democratic organization, some 
of those who 
supported both 
Bush and Heames may switch 
allegiance in November and cast 
their ballots for Shepley. 


ORGANIZATION 


Shepley, on the other hand, 
demonstrated that the GOP is 
girding for a real battle against 
the Democrats and his organi­ 
zation has shown how smoothly 
it can operate—and he had only 
token opposition. 
CAMPAIGN TACTICS 
Generally, as for as the in­ 
dividual candidates were con­ 
cerned, each held his campaign 
on a personal high plane. There 
have been constant references 
to dirty tactics and mud slinging 
and if this is found to be the 
case, it probably is attributable 
to campaign workers being car­ 
ried away with enthusiasm at 
times. 


BATTLE GROUND 


In conducting his successful 
campaign, Heames was accused 
of "promising all things to all 
people" and this is something 
he probably will find confronting 
him in what many believe will 
be a race as hot as the primary. 
Although Heames said he an­ 
ticipated no tax increase, the 
question was raised as to how 
to finance proposed colleges, 
bridges, etc. Heames stated 
that he felt his programs could 
be adequately financed through 
normal state growth, an argu­ 
ment 
his 
opponent decried 
vigorously. 
Another area which many ex­ 
pect to be debated is the touchy 
reapportionment problem. Here 
both Heames and Shepley are 
in apparent agreement on the 
need for such action, but their 
lines of approach can be ex­ 
pected to differ. 
Shepley's campaign between 
now and November probably 
won't lack for fteandng, while

ritating someone. You run into

snag there to start with. 
ou find that you need at least 
.8 or 20 girls to make a good 
« ontest, so you start out trying 
to get 30, knowing that you are 
going to have some drop-outs 
before the contest is staged. 
Yc»u»U find that you are going 
to lave to build a fire under 
some of the sponsors to get 
tnem to turn in their entries. 
Next, you have to order tro- 
ih ies--a big one for the queen 
and two sm aller ones for the 
first and second alternates, and 
slso a crown for the queen, and 
don’t forget the bouquets of 
flowers for all three, seeing to 
it that they are one hand at 
the stage at the time of the 
contest. 
You’ll need to line up a good 
m aster of ceremonies to handle 
*he microphone during the con­ 
test, and it works out better if 
you write out a complete script 
for him to follow--if he isn’t 
experienced in handling such 
events. To be on the safe side, 
you better ha\e an expert check 
'»«t the sound system to be sure 
it will work when the show goes 
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operator won’t put them on by 
mistake. 
Meantime, you are trying to 
line up a panel of judges who 
will have no conflict of interest 
and who thus will be able to 
select the queen and the a lte r­ 
nates without the possibility 
of favortism. This will keep 
you out of trouble with the con­ 
testants and their mothers. 
It’s for sure, to stay out of 
trouble, you better not have a 
judge on the panel from a town 
or city that is also the home 
of any of the contestants. That 
can 
be 
conflict 
of interest, 
period. 
In lining up the judges you’ll 
find out that a lot of DeoDle 
just plain don’t want to judge 
a queen contest. If you want to 
prevent your hair from turning 
white overnight, you’ll line up 
a spare judge or two you can 
call on at the last minute-- 
because it just might happen that 
some 
of those 
you lined up 
earlier may find some excuse 
or reason to cancel out on you 
two or three days before the 
contest, and leave you judge- 
less. 
All 
those 
large numbered 
cards the contestants carry in 
their appearances take a lot of 
time to make up, or a chunk 
of dough to buy, but you have 
to have them. Don’t expect to 
get them all back after the con­ 
test is over, so you can use 
them again next year--m ost of 
the girls like to keep them for 
souvenirs. 
And then if you want to put 
on a really Class A pageant 
you jolly well better have all 
the contestants in for rehearsal 
before the event. In fact, most 
girls will ask for a rehearsal, 
since they don’t like to go on 
the stage without knowing in 
advance what to expect. To stay 
off the tranquilizers, you’ll se­ 
lect the girls who have been in 
other queen contests and let 
them lead off the rehearsal, 
showing the new girls how it 


is done. When you see most of 
your contestants for the first 
time showing up at the rehearsal 
in their street wear, you’ll have 
a sinking feeling wondering how 
they got in the contest, but 
don’t worry. Once the girls 
show up in their swim suits or 
evening gowns in the contest, 
they are all queens. 
And by the way, don’t forget 
stage decorations and proper 
stage lighting.

county health departments. 
Many of these persons must 
return to the hospital again 
and again The local Health De­

transitional roriod form ward 
to home. We need direction and 
training for helping discharged 
patients function satisfactorily 
in the community. The only aft­ 
e r care available at present is 
furnished that goes to Dexter 
once each month. Many ex-pa­ 
tients havt no transportation; 
others 
do

choice. 
This section of your County 
Health Department deals in var­ 
ied activities. We in the health 
field call it Environmental San. 
itation, but it could be called 
“ Community 
Housekeeping” . 
Because it covers such a large 
number of fields, it must be 
watched over by your County 
Health Department. You as an 
individual, can protect 
your 
family’s health by putting in 
plumbing, refrigerating 
your 
food, heating your house in 
winter, and putting screens on 
the windows; but once you step 
outside your door, there is not 
much that you, alone, can do to 
keep the health hazards from 
attacking. 
Your health department must 
set up the rules that eliminate 
or regulate outdoor privies. It 
has to inspect the milk supply, 
make sure that the drinkingwa. 
ter remains safe, regulate the 
sanitary 
standards 
of res­ 
taurants and public places, pre­ 
vent 
rat invasions, stop dis- 
eases from being spread by im­ 
properly 
operated swimming 


on. Without this safeguard the 
microphone - and - speaker 
equipment will usually go on the 
blink just as you need it. 
Next, you will need someone 
to present the trophies and the 
flowers to the queen and the al­ 
ternates. This can be last year's 
queen if she is around. If she 
isn’t you can use a mayor, 
senator or some other public 
official. I once used former 
President Harry S. Truman for 
this chore, and on another oc­ 
casion John M. Dalton when he 
was 
starting 
out for that 
governor’s job. 
You’ll need an organist--organ 
music is almost a must at a 
queen contest. If you can find 
one who can bring his or her 
own electric organ, if there is 
none in the place you are going 
to hold’the contest, your pro­ 
blems will be solved. Of course, 
if your organist will play free 
of charge, that will also help 
matters. If you can’t line up an 
electric organ, a good record 
player expertly handled, using 
selected 
non-vocal numbers, 
should be used. Be sure that

completely, so

jobs of stopping disease from 
ever getting started in the much 
larger “ home** that contains all 
of our houses, the entire county I 
^et, without 
the vigilant 
watchdog of a health department 
backed by sufficient funds tor 
constant testing and inspection, 
no community can ever be sure 
that some one of these key ser­ 
vices won’t break the common 
sense health rules, and bring 
dea t!i and disaster to thousands 
of people. The greedy who would 
sell tainted food, the careless 
who dump garbage in the open, 
the ignorant who simply don't 
know how to keep their services 
sanitary, al 
these are public 
enem ies. 
A careless or uninformed food 
operator can certainly be a 
hazard to the health of a far 
greater number of people in a 
given unit of time than could 
a beauty operator and a hazard 
in most instances could be far 
more serious. 
The Scott County sanitation 
program s cover an above av­ 
erage number of activities on 
a below average budget. The 
major goal is maintaining the 
county's health principally by 
educational methods. Only oc­ 
casionally was it necessary to 
enforce the regulations through 
legal procedures. 
This is a tremendous res­ 
ponsibility 
for your 
county 
health department. Mostly it 
demands constant 
teaching, 
helping, and advising people who 
want to cooperate in protecting 
everyone's health.

If you will notice below 
the great number of fields in* 
volved in environmental sanita­ 
tion, you will realize the vase 
a mount of knowledge required to 
competently administer

programs. It is not because 
a Sanitarian is required to have 
a college degree that makes him 
a good Sanitarian. It is because 
he has applied what little he 
learned in college and then 
added to that knowledge by every 
day experience. 
Have you ever stopped and 
asked yourself, what is my most 
cherished possession? 
What 
is it that no amount of money 
can buy? The answer to this 
question is ’Your Health", m e 
major job of the Sanitarian is 
protecting this most cherished 
possession by controlling the 
environmental 
factors 
which 
form links in the chain of di­ 
sease transmission. To see why 


these 
various 
environmental 
health programs are important, 
we must understand the general 
measures which control com* 
munlcable diseases. The 3 most 
important non-living agents or 
vehicles of transmission, which 
carry diseases, are water, food, 
and human excreta. Therefore, 
water 
must be 
supervised 
against contamination; food sup­ 
plies, especially milk, shellfish 
and meat, must be under scrup­ 
ulous supervision with special 
attention to the encouragement 
of pasteurization of milk; and 
the disposal of excreta must 
be placed under sanitary regul­ 
ations. 
The most important 
living agents which spread di­ 
sease excluding humans, are 
mosquitoes, flies, rats, fleas, 
lice and ticks. Special effort 
must be made to control their 
growth and development if such 
diseases as malaria, plague, 
typhus fever, 
spotted 
fever, 
small pox and chlorea, etc. 
are to be prevented from be­ 
coming epidemic. 
It seems odd that in most 
parts of the country a beauty 


operator or barber must have 
at least some training or in­ 
structions or qualifications to 
ply his trade, but anyone can set 
himself up in the food business 
without having to prove that he 
has a slightest idea as to the 
obligations and responsibilities 
due the public.

It has not 
been solved despite federal leg­

push-out 
doors on r ^ ^ e r a t o r s made 
since 1958, and state laws re­ 
quiring that doors be rem oved 
from discarded refrig erato rs. 
Fuw ell's refrig erato r had not 
been discarded. It was just idle, 
and stored on his property. 
Each year, a dozen o r m ore 
children die of suffocation in 
idle refrig erato rs. In 1962, the 
toll reached a high af 35. 
The death-trap problem firs t 
becam e a widespread concern 
in the 1930s when old ice boxes 
w ere being discarded a s the 
electric refrig erato r was win­ 
ning acceptance. 
It surged again after W orld 
W ar II when resum ption of ci vil­

It occurred in Fayette County, 
Tenn., w here the Ju stice De­ 
partm ent 
and 
a group 
of 
northern students had worked 
for two years to get negroes 
registered. 
This is the area, 68 per cent 
negro, where negro sharecrop­ 
pers were intim idated, th reat­ 
ened with loss of jobs, and their 
store credit cut off when they 
first 
tried to reg ister, 
and 
where the Justice Department 
indicted eighty whites and one 
bank in Fayette County and 
sixty whites and four corpora­ 
tions in nearby Haywood County 
--all under the anti-intim ida­ 
tion law. 
Since then, groups of northern 
students have helped reg ister 
4,300 negroes in Fayette County 
in contrast to only five re g is­ 
tered in 1962, and over 2,000 
in Hay-wood County as against 
none registered four years ago. 
One of those who helped this 
registeration drive was Prof. 
C harles Haynie, m athem atics 
teacher at Franklin and M ar­ 
shall College, L ancaster, Pa. 
This sum m er, Haynie, with fifty 
students from Cornell, Yale, 
and other northern colleges, 
has been working since May 
25 to make 
sure that their 
work was not in vain and that 
negroes did get to the polls 
In the Tennessee prim ary on 
July 6. 
At stake in the election was 
the late E stes Kefauver*s old 
senate seat, and that of sheriff 
and tax assesso r.

MANY QUESTIONS ARISE 
FROM PRIMARY ELECTION 


Probably the most noticeable 
result of last week*s primary 
election is the variety of ques* 
tions posed by the outcome, with 
the answers not expected to be 
solidified until after the Nov­ 
ember general election. 
Both the winner of the Demo­ 
cratic gubernatorial race, Sec. 
of State Warren E. Heames 
and the loser, Lt. Gov, Hilary 
A. Bush, 
launched their cam­ 
paigns well before the normal 
time thought of as adequate to 
gam er the nomination, 
tne nomination. 
This in itself appeared to set 
the stage for what turned out 
to be one of the hardest fought 
gubernatorial battles in recent 
history In a Missouri state 
prim ary. Principally, the early 
campaigning created the need 
for vast monetary resources in 
both camps. 
It was general y felt the Bush 
campaign, through its support 
by many high ranking state 
Democrats, would be the better 
financed and organized. But, as 
one observer commented, the 


Bush faction had too many chiefs 
and not enough Indians. 
Heames, on the other hand, 
appeared to build a stronger or­ 
ganization as the campaign de­ 
veloped. 
The Hearnes people 
stated frankly that they felt Bush 
had reached his peak at 
the 
Jackson Day affair in Spring­ 
field last Spring. 
This, 
many Heames sup­ 
porters agreed, merely marked 
the point where their intensity 
would begin to be felt. And, as 
the results carne In from the 
August 4 balloting, this line of 
thinking seemed to hold water. 


THE *ESTABLISHMENT* 


Another factor which will be 
subjected to much editorial de­ 
bate between now and November 
is the effect on the race of the 
“ Establishment/* 
question 
raised by Heames supporters. 
Using the theme that the Central 
Missouri Trust Co. and its 
associates dictate the 
demo­ 
cratic 
choice 
for governor, 
Heam es, 
continued 
to pound 
away at the “ Establishment** 
as it was labeled. 
However, some feel Heames 
went too far in attacking these 
Democratic Party stalw arts and 
will be hurting for their support 
in coming weeks. This support 
will be vital to Heames In his 
effort against Ethan Shepley, 
the GOP gubernatorial nominee, 
according to many observers. 
Sheply joined Heames during 
the prim ary race in attacking 
the “ Establishment** and many 
now feel this very theme cost 
Bush the election. By Shepley 
siding with Heames on this 
m atter, it would appear that the 
question of the Establishment’s 
role in the state government will 
be played down. 
A new theme appears to be de­ 
veloped among the Republicans 
and that is the cry against 
one-party rule in Missouri and 
this, some feel, may dominate 
Shepley*s attack on Heames. 
erne aspect of the Democratic 
prim ary posing a real worry to 
Democratic leaders at this junc­ 
ture is 
the 
thought 
that lf 
Hearne s’ vote represented a 
protest against the entrenched 
Democratic organization, some 
of those 
who 
supported both 
Bush and Heames may switch 
allegiance in November and cast 
their ballots for Shepley. 


ORGANIZATION 


Shepley, on the other hand, 
demonstrated that the GOP is 
girding for a real battle against 
the Democrats and his organi­ 
zation has shown how smoothly 
it can operate—-and he had only 
token opposition. 
CAMPAIGN TACTICS 
General y, as far as the In­ 
dividual candidates 
were con­ 
cerned, each held his campaign 
on a personal high plane. There 
have been constant references 
to dirty tactics and mud slinging 
and if this is found to be the 
case, it probably is attributable 
to campaign workers being car- 
Tied away with enthusiasm at 
tim es. 


BATTLE GROUND 


In conducting his successful 
campaign, Heames was accused 
of “ promising all things to all 
people** and this is something 
he probably will find confronting 
him in what many believe will 
be a race as hot as the prim ary. 
Although Hearnes said he an­ 
ticipated no tax increase, the 
question was raised as to how 
to finance proposed colleges, 
bridges, etc. Heames stated 
that he felt his program s could 
be adequately financed through 
normal state growth, an argu­ 
ment 
his 
opponent decried 
vigorously. 
Another area which many ex­ 
pect to be debated is the touchy 
reapportionment problem. Here 
both Hearnes and Shepley are 
in apparent agreement on the 
need for such action, but their 
lines of approach can be ex­ 
pected to differ. 
Shepley*s campaign between 
now and November probably 
won’t lack for financing, while 


this may pose a problem for 
Democrats who dug deep in 
their pockets for the primary. 
But, only the coming weeks 
will reveal any light on these 
aspects of Missouri politics. 
There is no question that the 
Hearnes campaign, as far as 
organization is concerned, far 
surpassed 
the Bush efforts. 
Too, the great improvement 
in Heames* speaking ability 
during his campaign aided a 
great deal in solidifying his 
supporters and heightened his 
appeal

Stuart Symington honored the 
late H. J. (Jack) Blanton, pub­ 
lish er of the Monroe County ap ­ 
peal and an e a rlie r day s u n n ­ 
ie r, in opening his 1964 general 
election campaign fo rre -e le c t- 
tion at Mark Twain state park 
Saturday. 
The late Mr 
Blanton was i 
brother of the late Col. C. L. 
Blanton S r., publisher of the 
Daily Standard. 
Symington said: “ Why do you 
always open your campaign in 
P aris?” 
“ This is why. 
“ Years ago I received a letter 
from one of the truly great men 
it has been my privilege to 
know. Typical in its brevity, it 
read: 
“ ‘D ear Symington: 
Some people up here would 
like to see you run for the Sen­ 
ate. 
Sincerely, 
H. J. Blanton 
“ I called the w riter, and then 
my wife and I cam e to P aris 
to visit with Mr. 
and M rs. 
Blanton; to listen to his thoughts 
about M issouri, and A m erica, 
and our position in the world. 
He was a wise man. 
“ Jack Blanton has been de­ 
scribed by the Saturday Even­ 
ing Post as the most famous 
country editor in our history. 
He represented all that was 
best in the life of rural A m er­ 
ica. He im m ortalized country 
life of the past century in two 
volumes, entitled “ When I Was 
A Boy.” 
“ In one story, “ The Old Time 
P icnic", he wrote of a gather­ 
ing right here on these Mark 
Twain grounds, and said: 
“ 
‘At the noon hour Uncle 
M art C lark, with white w his­ 
k ers on his chin and a red sash 
around shoulders and waist, 
always mounted his horse, rid ­ 
ing around the grounds, p ro­ 
claim ing that dinner was about 
to be served, and inviting every­ 
body to p artake.' 
“ We haven’t the red sash and 
horse today, but we do hope 
everybody partakes well. 
“ Despite Jack Blanton's rare 
wit, his penetrating insight nev­ 
erth eless 
shows 
clearly the 
drudgery of life in the days when 
he was a boy in this county. 
“ It was a life especially dif­ 
ficult for the womenfolk. Hot 
biscuits three tim es a day; the 
home a clothing factory, suits 
for his father and five boys;

One variety stim ulated the pa­ 
tient to renewed efforts, the 
other threw him into a heavy 
sleep. Both did m ore harm than 
good.'' 
“ Yes, it is all very well to 
look back with nostalgia; but 
the toil involved, the plain hard 
work, is difficult for us to im ­ 


agine. 
“ Even after the first quarter 
of this century less than 5% 
of the farms in the United States 
had electricity. Imagine anyone 
being com petitive in farming 
today without electric power. 
“ Now the jx)int of this brief 
visit bark into the past is to 
present conditione which for a 
long time the D em ocratic party 
has 
been workine to chance 
“ A better life, more oppor­ 
tunity for m ore people, was 
basic to the program s of F rank­ 
lin Roosevelt; and of our own 
H arry S. Trum an, and of the 
late m artyred John F. Kennedy.

The 
major goal is maintaining the 
county’s health principally by 
educational methods

casionally was it necessary to 
enforce the regulations through 
legal procedures.

Mostly it 
demands constant 
teaching, 
helping, a rid advising people who 
want to cookie rate in protecting 
everyone’s health.

health programs are Important, 
we must understand the general 
measures which control com­ 
municable diseases. The 3 most 
important non-living agents or 
vehicles of transmission, which 
carry diseases, a re wa ter, food, 
and human excreta. Therefore, 
water 
must 
be 
supervised 
against contamination; food sup­ 
plies, especially milk, shellfish 
and meat, must be under scrup­ 
ulous supervision with special 
attention to the encouragement 
of pasteurization of milk; and 
the disposal of excreta must 
be placed under sanitary regul- 
ations. 
The 
most important 
living agents which spread di­ 
sease excluding humans, are 
mosquitoes, flies, rats, fleas, 
lice and ticks. Special effort 
must be made to control their 
growth and development if such 
diseases as malaria, plague, 
typhus fever, 
spotted 
fever, 
small pox and chlorea, etc. 
are to be prevented from be­ 
coming epidemic. 
It seem s odd that in most 
parts of 
the country a beauty 


operator or barber must have 
at least some training or in­ 
structions or qualifications to 
ply his trade, but anyone can set 
himself up in the food business 
without having to prove that he 
has a slightest idea as to the 
obligations and responsibilities 
due the public. 
Details and technical work in­ 
volved to carry out each of the 
programs listed below would 
swel ’ this report by many pages.
